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Schools showing 
big improvement

SCHOOLS in Haverhill 
have improved by almost 
three times the national 
average since the town’s 
middle schools closed, 
councillors will be told 
next week. 

A report before Suffolk County 
Council’s Cabinet on Tuesday 
gives attainment levels for Suffolk 
schools during 2012, including the 
county’s Key Stage Two results. 

The report says that the Schools 
Organisation Review, which began 
by moving from a three-tier to a 
two-tier system in Haverhill and 
Lowestoft ahead of the rest of the 
county, is starting to show some 
excellent results. 

Schools in Haverhill and Lowes¬ 
toft are now outperforming schools 
elsewhere in the county in terms of 
improvement. 

Haverhill schools are showing a 
13 per cent improvement, com¬ 
pared to a 5 per cent national 
improvement, and schools in north 
Lowestoft are showing a 10 per cent 
improvement.

Although Suffolk has a history 
of underperformance at Key 
Stage Two, attainment levels 
have seen year-on-year 
improvements since 2009. 

Some of the recent improve¬ 
ments include 9 per cent in 
performance at the Early Years 
level compared to 5 per cent 
nationally 

The number of primary 
schools considered to be below 
standard has significantly 
reduced since 2009 from more 
than 30 schools to 11 in 2012. 

Provisional A-level results for 
2012 show a strong increase on 
last year. On average, in Suffolk, 
the number of points per 
student for A-levels compared 
to last year means that students 
scored one grade higher than 
previous years. 

Cllr Graham Newman, Suffolk 
County Council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for education and young 
people, said: “Whilst it is 


essential that we continue to 
implement our immediate 
improvement plans, it is also 
important to recognise that 
there are a number of schools 
that are seeing year-on-year 
improvement in performance. 

“With 21 schools judged as 
having improved under the new, 
stricter Ofsted inspection 
criteria introduced last Sep¬ 
tember, parents are more likely 
to have their children attend a 
‘good’ or ‘outstanding’ school 
than in previous years. 

Suffolk County Council’s new 
director for children’s services, 
Sue Cook, said: “ I am certain 
that by working together with 
head teachers, governors, 
school staff and parents, 
Suffolk’s schools will soon begin 
to climb the league tables.”

ARTISTIC youngsters got 
the chance to create 
designs for new flags to fly 
in the town centre this 
summer. 

Last summer Haverhill’s 
flag display to celebrate the 
Queen’s Diamond Jubilee 
and the Olympics received 
an overwhelmingly positive 
response.

County tax bill to be 
frozen for third year 


COUNCILLORS have 
agreed to freeze their 
share of council tax bills 
for the third consecutive 
year. 

Suffolk county councillors 
debated the authority’s 2013/14 
budget for two and a half hours, 
before making the decision 
which means Suffolk residents 
will not pay any more than they 
did in 2010/11 for county 
council services. 

While delivering a third coun¬ 
cil tax freeze in as many years, 
the budget sees front line ser¬ 
vices protected while savings of 
£24.9 million are made. These 
include council-wide efficiency 
savings and cutting bureau¬ 
cracy- £9.7 million, intervening

earlier in adult care to save on 
care at a later stage - £7 million, 
targeting resources in children’s 
services to reduce demand - 
£2.5 million, re-letting the 
county’s highways maintenance 
contract - £2 million, reducing 
office accommodation by co¬ 
locating staff - £1.3 million, 
working with district and 
borough councils to reduce the 
cost of waste services - £0.8 
million and cutting manage¬ 
ment costs - £0.5 million. 

Cllr fane Storey, cabinet 
member for finance, said: “The 
savings that we have agreed are 
significant and will require 
continued firm management in 


2013/14 and future years. 

“Last year we made a com¬ 
mitment to focus savings on the 
back office to protect, as far as 
possible, the front line. This 
budget delivers on that com¬ 
mitment. Tough decisions have 
had to be made to address the 
speed at which funding has 
been withdrawn from the 
county council. 

“Looking forward, it seems 
that further reductions will be 
coming our way. But as long as 
the county council is open with 
the public about the challenges 
and works with its partners and 
staff to find ways of overcoming 
them, we will be able to manage 
these changes.” 

By cutting the number of sen¬ 
ior managers, strictly managing 


vacancies and transferring ser¬ 
vices and staff to new or existing 
organisations, the council’s 
workforce headcount (exclud¬ 
ing schools) is expected to al¬ 
most halve from 10,456 in April 
2010 to 5,613 by March 2013. 

The 2013/14 budget has been 
designed to enable the council 
to continue to manage the 
unprecedented financial chall¬ 
enges that face the whole public 
sector. 

The council has experienced 
significant grant reductions as a 
result of the Coalition Govern¬ 
ment’s deficit reduction pro¬ 
gramme. To date the council 
has delivered £42.5 million of 
savings in 2011/12 and is on 
track to deliver £26.2 million in 
2012/13. 


Brisk trade in beef joints for village butcher 


A BUTCHER who has supplied sausages to 
the Queen says he is constantly running out 
of beef joints and beef burgers in the wake 
of the recent national horse meat scare. 

Paul Morris spent 28 years working as an 
analytical chemist before taking voluntary 
redundancy and buying his butcher’s shop 
at Kedington three years ago. 

A complete novice to the trade, he had 
help from the former owner and also from 
butcher Mark Prentice. Paul said it was a 
sharp learning curve at first, but has no 
regrets about his career change. 

He said: “I was born and bred in Haverhill 
where there used to be lots of butchers, but 


there aren’t any now, which is really sad. 

“We make our own sausages such as Red 
Leicester and red onion and sweet chilli. We 
have supplied them to Sandringham and 
some people who moved to Brighton come 
back and buy 50 lbs at a time. 

“We buy all our meat from Suffolk, with 
good quality Riverside beef and Dingley 
Dell pork. We supply a lot of pubs and 
restaurants. We have seen probably a 20 to 
25 per cent increase since the horse meat 
scare. People want to be sure that what they 
are eating is beef. I cannot buy it fast 
enough to keep up with demand at the 
moment.”

A NEW research park is to have 
its development recorded for 
posterity at a special archive in 
the British Library. 

Work began at the end of last 
year to put in the infrastructure 
for the Haverhill Research Park, 
which is expected to create 
hundreds of new jobs. 

It has now being given the 
distinction of having its website 
selected by the British Library to 
be featured in a special archive 
available through the Cambridge 
Network. 

The archive is intended to 
become a valuable digital 
resource, documenting the 
evolution of the vibrant high 
technology cluster of Cambridge 
businesses and academic 
institutions. 

Nic Rumsey, the director of 
Carisbrooke Investments, the 
developer of the Haverhill 
Research Park, said: “The 
inclusion in the British Library’s 
collection is a tremendous 
honour, and we are delighted to 
share our website content with 
such a respected institution.” 

The British Library uses strict 
guidelines for selecting websites 
to be featured in this archive. 

According to the collection 
policy, a site which they believe 
carries national importance, 
reflects the diversity of the UK, or 
contains valuable research is 
eligible for inclusion. It is their 
hope that the collection will 
continue to grow over the years 
and become an important public 
resource. 

The Cambridge Network is a 
select organisation which 
facilitates collaboration and 
partnership among business 
professionals and academics in 
Cambridge. 


Low rate over 
no TV licence 

MORE than 140 people were 
caught watching TV without a 
licence in Haverhill during 2012. 

This compares to over 110 in 
Newmarket, more than 180 in 
Sudbury and over 300 in Bury St 
Edmunds. 

The average evasion rate 
remains at a low of just over 5 per 
cent, meaning almost 95 per cent 
of homes are correctly licensed. 

Victoria Sykes, TV Licensing 
spokesperson, said: “The 
overwhelming majority of people 
ensure that they are correctly 
licensed. 

“In order to be fair to the law- 
abiding majority who do pay for 
their licence, we’ll continue to 
pursue the small minority of 
people do not pay. 

“We do understand some 
people may find it difficult to pay 
in one go, which is why we offer 
numerous ways to spread the 
cost. 

“Payment options include a 
weekly cash payment plan, a 
savings card or a monthly direct 
debit scheme.” 

A colour TV licence currently 
costs £145.50 and is required by 
anyone watching or recording TV 
programmes as they are shown on 
TV, whether they are using a TV 
set, computer, or any other 
equipment.

A HAVERHILL couple failed 
to seek immediate medical 
help for their injured baby, a 
court has heard. 

Despite family members advising 
that urgent action was required, 
nothing was done to help the child, 
who was suffering with a fractured 
right arm, for eight hours. 

During that time the baby - who 
along with the parents cannot be 
identified for legal reasons - 
appeared to be in pain whenever 
the arm was touched. 

On Thursday at Ipswich Crown 
Court the parents - aged 22 and 21 
- were sentenced after pleading 
guilty to neglecting to obtain 


medical care for the child, who was 
less than a year old. 

Prosecutor Charles Myatt said 
that eight hours after family 
members were asked for advice, the 
baby was eventually taken to a 
doctor’s surgery but not the one 
nearest the parents’ home. 

After briefly visiting the 
Christmas Makings Surgery on the 
morning of September 11, 2011, 
they arrived at the Clements 
Practice where after initially saying 
the baby had colic they referred to 
problems with the child’s arm. 

Mr Myatt said that as a result the 
baby was taken to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital in Cambridge where a 


spiral fracture was diagnosed. 

The injury was believed to be 
“non-accidental”, said Mr Myatt, 
prompting the involvement of 
social services and the police. 

Angela Rafferty, appearing for the 
baby’s mother, said it was a “tragic 
case” resulting from a short-lived 
incident. 

Appearing for the father, Lindsay 
Cox said he accepted that action 
should have been taken sooner and 
regretted not having done so. 

fudge David Goodin said both 
parents would be made the subject 
of community orders with a 
requirement to carry out 150 hours 
of unpaid community work.

MP welcomes plans to stop youngsters re-offending 


NEW plans to help young 
offenders turn their backs 
on crime have been 
welcomed by West Suffolk 
MP Matthew Hancock. 

The new proposals from 
Conservative fustice 
Secretary Chris Grayling 
explore a radically different 
approach. 

His ‘Transforming 
Youth Custody: Putting 
Education at the Heart of 
Detention’ aims to deliver 
value for the taxpayer, 


reduce re-offending and 
set young offenders on the 
path to a better life. 

At present, the average 
cost of a youth custodial 
place is £100,000 a year - 
with some as much as 
£200,000 - while 73 per 
cent of young offenders 
who leave custody re¬ 
offend within a year. 

Mr Hancock said: 
“Tackling re-offending is 
vital if we are going to turn 
troubled young people 


away from a life of crime. 

“One of the best ways we 
can help young offenders 
return to normality is 
through education, giving 
them the skills to get on in 
life and make a 
contribution to society. 

“Having the right skills is 
essential for all young 
people but for young 
offenders can make the 
difference between 
becoming part of a 
community and re¬ 


offending within a year. 

“I urge local youth 
charities, education 
experts and other 
interested parties in West 
Suffolk to get involved in 
the consultation.” 

Mr Grayling added: “We 
cannot go on just doing 
more of the same, pouring 
more money into a system 
which doesn’t work in the 
hope of a different out¬ 
come. That doesn’t make 
any sense to the taxpayer.”

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Council’s £35k 
land gift to provide 
affordable homes 


COUNCILLORS have 
agreed to give a town 
centre site worth around 
£35,000 to a housing 
group so that affordable 
homes can be built there. 

Members of St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council’s Cabinet agreed 
to gift the half acre plot in 
Eden Road, Haverhill, to 
Havebury Housing 
Partnership, which plans 
to develop a scheme of 
three two-bedroom 
houses on the council’s 
vacant site. 

It is planned that this 
development will 

complement the scheme 
of seven flats currently 
being built by Havebury, 
over its new offices, on 
adjoining land fronting 
the High Street. 

The land was 
originally offered to 
Havebury at an opening 
price of £23-25,000, 
based on a comparative 
land sales value for 
residential development, 
discounted to reflect that 
it is to be used for 
affordable units. 

Councillors were told 
that Havebury proposes 
to fund the scheme from 
its own resources, as 
there is no additional 
social housing grant 
available. If the council 
required Havebury to 
buy the land, the scheme 
might become unviable 
and not proceed. If 


approved, Havebury 
could start on the new 
homes as soon as its 
current development is 
completed. 

It was agreed to gift the 
land, with the 
requirement that it 
remains in perpetuity in 
affordable housing use. 

The scheme’s viability 
will be reappraised at 
completion, and a return 
made to the council, if 
the scheme improves its 
profitability. 

The report to the 
Cabinet said the land has 
been included for many 
years in the council’s 
register of unused sites. It 
had never been 
marketed as a private 
housing plot, mainly 
because until recently an 
ownership problem 
concerning part of the 
land remained a barrier 
to sale. That has recently 
been resolved with the 
Land Registry. 

It was fenced, but had 
from time to time been 
subject to damage to the 
boundaries and illegal 
dumping. Havebury is 
currently using the 
council land for 
materials storage. 

Councillors were told 
that they could sell land 
at less than its value or 
gift it in order to provide 
more affordable homes 
for rent, of which there is 
a current shortage.

Young firefighters on parade 
after six-week safety course 


PUPILS from an academy 
stood to attention for a 
passing out parade at their 
local fire station. 

The group of 12 Year 9 
students from Samuel Ward 
Academy in Haverhill were 
taking part in the parade at 
Haverhill Fire Station, after 
completing a six-week Youth 
Firefighter course. 

Certificates were presented 
to them by town mayor Pat 


Hanlon and fire station watch 
commander Paul Ricketts. 

The students were give 
some basic fire training, 
including using ladders, 
breathing apparatus training 
on how to move about in 
smoke and darkness, fire 
prevention advice, and also 
carried out fire safety checks 
in their own homes. 

Mr Rickets said: “We 
carried out interviews with 30 


people applying and 12 
selected. 

“We gave them the same 
sort of basic training that we 
get, and they were brilliant. 
They all developed from it and 
the parents said they could 
see a change in them. 

“It was the first time we 
had done this with Samuel 
Ward as a bit of a pilot and we 
hope to do it again in future.”

A SINGLE mum is hoping to 
collect enough old mobile 
phones to be able to 
exchange them for an iPad 
with a special app for her 
autistic son. 

Oliver Bryant, 4, is due to start 
school in September and mum 
Samantha Last believes the app 
would really help him to improve 
his learning skills before then. 

The charity Hearts and Minds will 
provide the iPad - which would cost 
around £400 to buy - and an app 
especially designed for people with 
autism in exchange for 185 phones. 

So far Samantha, of Pipers Close, 
Haverhill, has managed to collect 
40, but is struggling to find more. 

The phones can be up to 10 years 
old, do not need to be working and 
can be cracked or damaged, as long 
as they have a battery. 

Oliver was diagnosed with autism 
just before his third birthday, and 
Samantha said it was a relief to find 
out what was causing his delayed 
development. 

He did not walk until he was 
nearly two, had very restricted 
speech and other behavioural 
‘quirks’ and problems. 

Samantha said: “I was quite taken 
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aback, more surprised than 
anything, but it did make sense of 
quite a lot of things. 

“He has low muscle function and 
hyper mobility. 

“He can walk now, but not any 
distance, and has a special buggy. 

“Since he has been diagnosed he 
has made huge progress, you can 
understand what he is saying now 
and we can work on his fine motor 
skills. 

“He has quite poor concentration 
and he gets very frustrated. The iPad 
comes with a Grace App, which is 
specifically designed for people 
with autism.” 

Samantha added: “He is going to 
mainstream school and I don’t know 
how he is going to get on , but I 
would like to get the iPad as quickly 
as possible. 

“As a mother you do anything that 
you can to try and help your child 
get along.”

Police commissioner to 
join high street debate 


A LIVELY debate on 
pedestrianisation is 
expected when Suffolk's 
Police and Crime 
Commissioner attends a 
consultation meeting in 
Haverhill. 

Tim Passmore, an agricultural 
consultant and former leader of 
Mid Suffolk District Council, 
was elected to the £70,000-a- 
year job at an election last 
November, which attracted only 
a 16 per cent turnout. 

He will be present at the 
Haverhill Safer Neighbourhood 
Team priority setting meeting to 
be held on Monday, March 11 at 
7pm at Burton End School. 

Guy McGregor, Suffolk 
County Council’s portfolio 
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holder for transport, had 
already agreed to attend the 
meeting to explain why he had 
called a halt to plans to 
pedestrianise Haverhill High 
Street, which have been under 
discussion for more than two 
decades. 

Inspector Peter Ferrie, 
Haverhill Police sector 
commander, is a strong 
supporter of pedestrianisation 
and has said he believes his 
officers can be better employed 
elsewhere, rather than issuing 
tickets to motorists who 
constantly flout parking 
restrictions in the High Street. 


He feels a total ban on traffic, 
with a physical barrier, between 
10am and 4pm, which is 
already operating in Queen 
Street, is the only answer. 

Haverhill Town Council also 
supports this and members 
were angered last November 
when councillors and police 
representatives were excluded 
from a meeting at which Mr 
McGregor announced that 
plans to ban traffic would not 
be pursued. The council was 
unable to overcome objections 
from traders and felt it would 
lose a costly public inquiry on 
the issue. 

Inspector Ferrie is 
encouraging as many people as 
possible to attend the meeting 
to talk directly with “two of 


Suffolk’s big hitters”. 

When he was elected, Mr 
Passmore said: “My role is to 
ensure the policing needs of our 
communities are met as 
effectively as possible, bringing 
communities closer to the 
police and building confidence 
in the system. 

“Across the country, PCCs will 
make and influence key 
decisions that will impact on 
how your local area looks and 
feels - from CCTV, street 
lighting and graffiti to tackling 
gangs and drug-dealing. My job 
is to listen and respond to your 
needs, bringing more of a 
public voice to policing and 
giving you a name and a face to 
complain to if you’re not 
satisfied.”

Liaison nurse 
a hospital first

PATIENTS with a 
learning disability or 
autism can now 
receive extra support 
following the 

appointment of a 
new specialist nurse. 

Paul Hunter is the first 
learning disabilities liaison 
nurse at West Suffolk 
Hospital. 

His aim is to improve 
care by identifying any 
specific needs which 
patients with a learning 
disability or autism may 
have before they come to 
hospital so that the right 
support can be provided. 

Paul will also work with 
colleagues to provide 
advice and highlight areas 
where a different approach 
and adjustments may be 
necessary to improve the 
care which patients 
receive. 

His appointment comes 
following a commitment 
from West Suffolk Hospital 
to improve healthcare and 
treatment for people with 
learning disabilities and 
autism. 

Paul said: “We want to 
make sure that everyone 
using the hospital has a 
positive experience by 
looking at what we can do 
differently or how we can 
be flexible in caring for 
patients with learning 
disabilities or autism. 

“I am passionate about 
ensuring we provide each 
person with the right care 
and treatment and believe 
that if we get it right for 
people with learning 
disabilities and autism, 
then we will get it right for 
every other patient 
accessing the hospital. 

“I aim to develop a 
relationship with the 
patients and their relatives 
or carers before they come 
for their appointment or 
admission. 


“I will then assess their 
needs so that we can make 
any necessary adjustments 
so their visit to hospital is 
as comfortable as it can 
be.” 

Paul has already held 
training courses for more 
than 100 colleagues to 
help them identify and 
better understand patients 
with learning disabilities 
or autism. 

He is now aiming to 
raise the profile of these 
patients further while also 
working with GPs to 
develop a database of 
people who may need 
extra support. 


Paul said: “I would 
encourage parents, carers, 
relatives or friends of 
anyone with a learning 
disability or autism to 
contact me in advance if 
they know they are due to 
come to the West Suffolk 
Hospital.

A PENSIONER has hit a rare 
milestone by giving his 
100th blood donation. 

John Robinson, of Sleford 
Close, Balsham, has 
crossed the threshold into 
the 1.7% of donors who 
make it to this level, but 
what made the moment 
more special is that at 71, 
John has been a regular 
contributor for more than 
50 years. 

He said: “At the end of 
the day it is helping other 
people and it only takes 
three-quarters of an hour of 
my time once every three or 
four months.” 

Making his first donation 
at 19, the pensioner 
continued to give two 
donations a year until 2005, 


the only absence period 
being after a trip to Kenya 
to ensure he had not picked 
up malaria on his journey. 

For the past seven years 
John has attended blood 
drives three times a year 
after the rules for over-65s 
changed from no donations 
allowed to regular 
donations welcomed, so 
long as the donor is fit and 
healthy. 

John gave his 100th 
donation in Linton Village 
College sports hall on 
February 13. 

He said: “It felt brilliant 
and it was something I have 
wanted to achieve over the 
years and it is something I 
have believed in all of the 
time for a long while. 


“If people like me and 
the thousands of other 
donors around the country 
weren’t here then where 
would the NHS be?” 

John is not planning to 
stop his quarterly trips now 
he has hit the 100th 
donation and, though he 
celebrated his milestone 
with a bang, he has already 
signed up for his next slot 
on August 6. 

He said: “While I’m fit 
and healthy I will still do 
this. So as long as they’ll 
have me I’ll still come. 

“If what we have done 
here today makes one more 
person come along to give 
blood then it is all 
worthwhile.” 


Blood donors

A CAMPAIGN to 
recruit new blood 
donors has been 
hailed a great success 
after its target was 
smashed two weeks 
early.

“We rely on new blood

Amber’s back in the saddle

When doctors warned Amber Manfroi-Lynn she might never walk 
again, her first thought was that nothing would ever stop her from 
riding. Five years later, she’s forging a successful career in the 
equine world. Interview by ALICE RYAN. 


S ITTING in the 

hospital, her left leg 
a mangled mess and 
her head dizzy with pain, 
Amber Manfroi-Lynn’s 
mind suddenly began to 
race. She’d just heard a 
doctor talking to her 
parents - breaking the 
news their daughter may 
never walk again. 

“I heard him say to my mum 
and dad: ‘I have to warn you - 
she might be in a wheelchair for 
the rest of her life.’ I was only 
14, but I didn’t cry. I thought: 

‘If they think I’m not ever 
going to get on a horse again, 
they’re lying’; that was literally 
the first thing that came into my 
head. 

“I’d just started eventing, I 
wanted to become a riding 
instructor . . . Horses were my 
life. I couldn’t imagine my 
future without them.” 

Involved in a freak accident - 
which saw her become trapped 
beneath a two-tonne horse box 
- incredibly, Amber hadn’t 
broken any bones. But the soft 
tissues in her leg were wrecked: 
from her ankle up to her mid¬ 
thigh, the muscles were torn 
and ligaments shredded. 

Though it took almost four 
years, extensive medical 
treatment and an enormous 
strength of will, Amber did get 
back in the saddle. And, now a 
second-year student in equine 
studies at the College of West 
Anglia, she’s just got a job at a 
four-star eventing yard - in 
Germany. 

“I posted my CV on the job 


site Yard and Groom. Most 
people have got a history of 
competing; obviously my CV 
had a big gap in it. So I said I’d 
had an accident and that I was 
looking for someone to give me 
a chance. 

“Three days later I got the 
email from Hamburg, offering 
me a six to 12-month 
placement. I couldn’t believe it! 
I had to get my mum to read it 
to me. When it comes to 
eventing, the Germans are the 
best: that’s why they won gold 
at the Olympics. 

“It’s the kind of thing you see 
on the TV or hear on the news. 
It’s not the kind of thing you 
ever think will happen to you.” 

Amber, who lives in 
Broughton, has loved horses all 
her life. Taught to ride by her 
older sister Becky, she was just 
a tot when she first got on a 
horse. “I suppose I must have 
been about 3. We don’t come 
from a horsey background: my 
mum is actually petrified of 
horses. But I’ve always been a 
real animal person, and Becky 
really got me in to it.” 

By the time of the accident, 
which happened during her first 
year of GCSEs at St Peter’s, 
Huntingdon, Amber was taking 
her riding very seriously. Her 
spare time was spent exercising 
horses for their owners: she was 
in the process of working an 
arthritic warm-blood back to 
fitness and competing another 
pony. 

Taking part in one or two 
competitions a month - clear- 
round jumping and novice 
dressage - Amber had already 
decided her future lay with 
horses. “I just wanted to go out, 


compete as much as possible, 
have fun. But then the accident 
happened.” 

“ft hadn’t started off as a 
good day,” recounts the 19-year- 
old. “We’d been to a show and 
the pony had thrown me off 
three times in the warm-up 
arena, then thrown me off again 
at the second jump. I can 
remember thinking: ‘There’s no 
point even trying.’ 

“ft was when they dropped 
me home that the accident 
happened. My house is set up a 
steep grass slope. I was walking 
up the slope - thinking nothing 
of it, I’d been doing it all my 
life - when the horsebox moved 
off. 

“I got to the top, slipped on 
the wet grass and suddenly I 
was down under the box ... I 
can remember it really hurting, 
but I must have blacked out for 
a few seconds.” 

Rushed to A&E in an 
ambulance, Amber’s left leg had 
swollen beyond recognition - to 
the point where doctors 
struggled to examine her, let 
alone make a diagnosis. “The 
inflammation was so bad it 
affected the X-rays; they 
couldn’t really see what was 
going on.” 

Placed in a thigh-high half¬ 
cast and prescribed strong 
painkillers, Amber was sent 
home to wait for the swelling to 
subside. A few days later, 
examinations showed she had 
suffered a dislocated knee and 
major soft-tissue damage. 

“They can’t actually do 
anything about that: you just 
have to wait for it to heal.” 

Told to rest and use a 
wheelchair for two months, 
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So happy together: Amber with her ‘crazy little dog’ Bill. 


Amber lasted two weeks 
before switching to crutches: 
“I just got really annoyed 
with the wheelchair. I 
couldn’t stand being stuck at 
home, not being able to do 
anything, thinking my riding 
career could be over . . . 

“I do suffer from 
depression, have done since 
I was quite young. And it 
properly put me down in the 
dumps. At that point, I 
couldn’t see a fiiture.” 

Little by little, battling 
through constant pain in her 
leg, pelvis and back, 

Amber’s mobility improved. 
After four months and lots 
of physio, she was able to 
take her first steps crutches- 
free. But, even then, her 
recovery was far from over. 

Returning to school, 
Amber found herself unable 
to do PE: though her 
movement was improving, 
her leg was frighteningly 
weak. “Even after all the 
physio, every now and again 
it would just give way, 
suddenly collapse.” 

As a result, Amber 
couldn’t face getting back on 
a horse: “For the first time 
ever, I felt fear. I’d had 
plenty of riding accidents 
before - plenty of falls. But 
I’d never been afraid.” 

Amber admits she went 
through some dark times. 
“For about three years 
everything seemed to be 
bad. It got to the point where 
I didn’t want to leave the 
house; I didn’t want to do 
anything. And that’s when I 
got Bill - and he changed 
my life.” 

A Staffie cross rescued 
from the RSPCA’s Block Fen 
Animal Centre, Bill has 
become Amber’s constant 
companion. “We’re getting 
him a passport and he’s 
coming to Germany with 
me,” she laughs. “If I have a 
bad day - and I do still have 
bad days sometimes - he’ll 
be there to cheer me up. 

“He’s such a bouncy, 
happy, crazy little dog. He’s 
taught me to love life. That’s 


the only way I can describe 
it.” 

Forced to re-evaluate her 
career plans, on leaving 
school Amber opted to study 
social care. 

“I thought: ‘If I can’t be 
on a yard. I’m going to do 
something to help other 
people.’My cousin has 
special needs, and I found I 
really enjoyed working with 
people with disabilities.” 

The course was, concedes 
Amber, no walk in the park. 
“I was diagnosed with 
dyslexia, which had never 
been picked up at school. 
And they were worried I 
might not be able to keep 
up.” 

Amber’s health was also 
failing. Though her leg had 
healed, she was still in 
terrible pain. Eventually 
referred to a specialist, she 
was found to have a 
contortion: her leg had been 
left twisted, pulling her 
pelvis and back out of line. 
To complicate matters 
further, she was diagnosed 
with hypermobile joints - 
which meant her hip, knee 
and ankle were all working 
overtime. 

“The physio certainly had 
her work cut out,” Amber 
laughs. “But she was 
amazing.” 

Despite the setbacks, 
Amber completed her 
diploma with top marks: 
“People can tell you that you 
can’t do things: I’d been told 
I might be in a wheelchair 
forever. But the first time 
you prove them wrong, you 
get the confidence to prove 
them wrong again.” 

Amber says her 
confidence was boosted 
immeasurably by the social 
care course. “When you’re 
learning how to deal with 
other people’s behaviours, 
you have to look at the way 
you behave yourself. I grew 
up such a lot. If I hadn’t 
done that course, I wouldn’t 
be where I am today.” 

It was a fellow social care 
student that encouraged 


Amber to face her fear and 
get on a horse again. “When 
I got on my mate’s horse it 
was just the best feeling. To 
be honest, the minute I 
walked on to the yard I 
thought: ‘What have I been 
doing for the last few years? 
What have I been missing?’ 
It was the smell; everything 
about it.” 

Inspired by her two 
passions - horse riding and 
supporting people with 
disabilities - Amber had 
discovered a new ambition: 
training to become a 
hippotherapist, providing 
physical, occupational and 
speech therapy through 
working with horses. 

“Just being around horses 
does you the world of good. 
There’s something quite 
magical about this huge 
creature wanting to be your 
friend: if you love them, 
they’ll love you back; if 
you’re feeling down, they’ll 
do their best to cheer you up. 
It’s a special relationship, 
and I think everybody 
should have the chance to 
experience it.” 

Keen both to build up her 
strength and hone her skill 
on horseback, Amber signed 
up for an equine studies 
course at West Anglia’s 
Milton campus. Now part¬ 
way through an extended 
diploma, she’s also been 
given a job working with the 
horses at the college; it’s 
clear she’s determined to 
make up for lost time. 

Still taking painkillers 
every day, Amber says she 
‘still gets down’. “But sitting 
here, talking about it all, 
makes me realise how far 
I’ve come: I’ve come a 
really, really long way from 
that 14-year-old on crutches 
. . . though I don’t like to 
admit it, I’m very proud of 
that.”

TWO charity workers based 
at a Suffolk jail are getting on 
their bikes to raise cash and 
inviting others to join them. 

Vicky Beckinsale, community 
fundraiser, and Lucy Potter, head of 
fundraising, work for the Ormiston 
Children and Families Trust at 
Highpoint Prison, Stradishall, 
supporting children, young people 
and families affected by imprison¬ 
ment. 

They will both be taking part in a 
London to Paris Cycle Challenge in 
June, and aim to recruit a group of 
at least 20 people for what is 
described as one of the best cycling 
experiences in Europe. 

Setting off on June 26, the team 
will start by cycling through the 
Kent countryside before crossing 
the Channel and continuing 
through the small villages and 
medieval market towns of northern 
France.

Alfred Uhry’s classic American 
drama Driving Miss Daisy has 
arrived in Cambridge and Don 
Warrington tells The Guide 
about stepping into Morgan 
Freeman’s shoes plus the 
enduring legacy of Rising 
Damp 

I T can’t always be easy for an 
actor tackling a well-known 
role to dispel memories of 
another performer’s success in the 
part. 

In playing Hoke, the chauffeur in this 
production of Alfred Uhry’s Driving Miss 
Daisy, actor Don Warrington is following 
in the footsteps of Morgan Freeman, who 
played the role on Broadway and then 
reprised it for the Oscar-winning screen 
version. Warrington, however, is relaxed 
about any comparisons. 

“Of course, one has a memory of 
Morgan Freeman’s performance,” he says. 
“Great as it was, I’m not Morgan Freeman 
and I can only bring what I have to offer to 
the character.” 

The play spans a quarter of a century in 
the lives of the characters - from the late 
1940s to the early 1970s - and quietly 
evolving in the background, American 
society is changing, a development that is 
given greater prominence in the course of 
Driving Miss Daisy. 

“The play takes place at certain 
moments in American history but it 
doesn’t deal directly with these events, 
such as the growth of the Civil Rights 
movement,” explains Warrington. “But we 
see through the characters how attitudes 


are changing and in a way this enables 
Hoke to reveal more of his feelings. 

“It’s interesting to have the themes of 
both racism and anti-semitism in the play. 
You wonder which has a higher position in 
the hierarchy of redneck Southern 
prejudice - the Jews or the blacks. You 
don’t learn much about Hoke’s personal 
life, although you hear about a daughter 
and grandchildren, but the nature of the 
play is that white people don’t know much 
about their black counterparts.” 

In recent years, Warrington has been 
seen on television but, rather to his 
bewilderment, the public still associate 
him with the classic 1970s sitcom Rising 
Damp in which he starred with the 
formidable line-up of Frances de la Tour, 
Richard Beckinsale and Leonard Rossiter. 

“It was my first job after drama school 
and it was what it was. 

“It’s not something which I think about 
much of the time. The other cast members 
were all very nice and I always felt part of 
the team. Leonard [Rossiter] was as 
demanding of himself as he was of 
everybody else and if he held you in high 
regard, that was fine.” 

As Philip, the black student with a cut 
glass, upper-crust accent, Warrington was 
the target of some of the racist attitudes 
displayed by Rigsby (Rossiter), his seedy 
landlord. In a way you could say that 
Driving Miss Daisy and Rising Damp 
share certain themes. 

“In Rising Damp, racism was always 
shown up to be ridiculous, but the show 
wasn’t simply about race,” says 
Warrington. “It was about class as well. 
Rigsby had aspirations to raise himself 
into the middle class and Philip turned the 
stereotype on its head by being genuinely 
middle-class.” 

Warrington’s interest in acting was 


sparked off by an Asian adventure story 
he’d seen full “of men rescuing princesses 
and swinging from turret to turret and I 
thought to myself that I’d like to do that 
too. Then I saw Marlon Brando in On the 
Waterfront and I was very excited. I loved 
his depth of feeling and his ability to 
communicate with an audience - he was 
always so transparent.” 

Warrington is philosophical about the 
inevitable ebb and flow of an actor’s 
career. How would he sum up the story so 
far? 

“Do I feel that I’ve done well? Or at 
least OK?” says Don rhetorically. “It 
depends on which day you ask me. I’ve no 
idea why the phone rings on certain days 
and stays silent on others. On a good day, I 
think that everything’s fine. On a bad day, 

I wonder if I should have gone for 
something else. But what’s done is done 
and I’m still here, after all.”

The Argentinean director masterfully 
sustains tension for the opening hour of 
Mama, teasing us with glimpses of the titular 
spectre which runs amok in a frenetic finale. 
Fear of the unknown is far more powerful 
than anything the special effects wizards can 
conjure, so for the extended periods when 
we can hear or sense a malevolent force just 
off screen, our nerves are stretched to 
breaking point. 

Once Muschietti reveals his destructive 
apparition in her gnarled, twisted glory, and 
then proceeds to flesh out her convoluted 
back story, terror turns to incredulity. 

The film opens in 2008 as financial gloom 
pervades. Businessman Jeffrey (Nikolaj 
Coster-Waldau) kills his partners and his 
wife,before taking his young children - 
Victoria (Megan Charpentier) and Lilly 
(Isabelle Nelisse) - for a drive into the 
mountains.

came that way,” Annabel jokes to one of her 
band mates, unaware of the dangers posed 
by the dark spirit that watches over the 
urchins. 

The fingerprints of executive producer 
Guillermo del Toro [The Devil’s Backbone, 
Pan’s Labyrinth) are all over Mama, which 
explores the power of otherworldly forces 
through innocent eyes. 

Danger lurks in every dimly lit corner of 
Muschietti’s film and he punctuates 
uncomfortable silences with edge-of-seat 
jolts. Suspense builds nicely before the anti- 
climactic blitzkrieg of death. 

Chastain lends gravitas to a potentially 
throwaway role as a surrogate mother who 
discovers her nurturing, parental instincts in 
the eye of a storm. 

It’s a solid performance, complimented by 
strong support from youngsters Charpentier 
and Nelisse as sisters who have been 
abandoned to a grim fate. 

But once the nefarious spirit emerges from 
the shadows, the film falters.

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GARDENING 


Taking gardening leave

T HEMED holidays have 
been around for a long 
time, suited to hobbyists 
whose pastimes have included 
painting, cooking or indeed 
gardening. 

While garden-themed holidays simply 
used to involve trips to well-known 
gardens to admire the scenery and 
perhaps enjoy a guided tour, today’s 
offerings are more sophisticated, and if 
you pick the right holiday, you may have 
smaller groups, visits to private gardens 
and even a bit of hands-on experience. 

Tailor-made garden cruises featuring 
talks by TV gardening experts, visits to 
exotic gardens where guests can sample 
the locally grown tropical fruits and trips 
which incorporate some of the major 
horticultural shows are all available. 

Kew-trained horticulturist Sue 
Macdonald, who founded Boxwood Tours 
( www.boxwoodtours.net ) in 1990, which 
specialises in quality garden holidays, 
says that green-fingered travellers are 
becoming more discerning. 


“They want more private visits and 
want to meet the garden owners or head 
gardeners. That’s a big draw on a tour. 
They want to hear about the garden, how 
they cope with recent weather difficulties 
and plans for the future. They need 
someone there who can tell them the key 
information. 

“Gardeners want a tour leader with a 
horticultural background, rather than just 
going around a National Trust property 
without meeting anybody, just looking. 
They want questions answered.” 


Some organisations offer workshops 
for people who want to learn some 
practical gardening, but they are difficult 
to incorporate on a garden-themed 
holiday, Macdonald explains. 

“Setting up tours which are more 
practical is not easy to do because it 
involves extra insurance if people are 
using knives or pruning shears or digging. 

“Gardens also need to have enough 
space to bring people in for hands-on 
gardening experiences, so they might 
need enough space to take a group of 10 


people, for instance, to take cuttings from 
a shrub.” 

But the yearning for knowledge among 
travellers is ever-increasing, she points 
out. 

“We have started looking more at 
different plant groups, which we’re doing 
on our Cornwall tour this year, so the 
head gardener is going to talk about and 
demonstrate the propagation of camellias, 
but it’s not set up like a workshop.” 

The Royal Horticultural Society 
recently launched its first ever RHS 
Garden Holidays brochure in conjunction 
with escorted tours expert Collette 
Worldwide Holidays, featuring 
horticulture-themed holidays around the 
world, including itineraries to the US, 
New Zealand, South Africa, Japan, The 
Azores, France, Italy and Spain. 

Celebrating the centenary of RHS 
Chelsea Flower Show, its China tours 
follow in the footsteps of the original 
plant hunters and offer visitors an 
element of discovery. 

“For somebody who really wants to get 
down and dirty in plant hunting, looking 
under rocks, in damp bark, under leaves, 
up in the trees, in search of orchids or 
clematis or magnolia or whatever we are 
looking for, following in the footsteps of 
the original plant hunters, the plant 
seekers’ trip would be one for them,” says 
Sue Biggs, RHS director general, who 
has a background in travel. 

Biggs notes: “A lot of people will be 
happy to go to beautiful gardens, be told 
what the plants are and where they grow 
best and how to grow them at home, but 


if you want really top level - where you 
find out the Latin names, how to cultivate 
and graft plants, the real horticultural 
knowledge, then it would be best to 
choose a tour that’s escorted by an RHS 
curator or horticultural specialist.” 

So, what should holidaymakers check 
when choosing a garden-themed break? 

■ Check the inclusions because you may 
discover that food is not included and 
optional excursions can bump up your 
costs. 

■ Take note of single supplements. 

Many gardeners go on horticulture- 
themed holidays on their own. 

■ Look for unique experiences where 
you won’t be on a well-worn trail behind 
a fleet of other tourist coaches. 

■ Try to find out the calibre of your tour 
escort - are they just a courier or a 
horticultural specialist with plenty of 
knowledge? 

■ Consider the schedule carefully. How 
many gardens a day will you be covering? 
You might only be doing three or four 
gardens in the whole tour and be at the 
hotel the rest of the time. 

■ Watch out for the term ‘private visits’ 
because the garden may be privately 
owned but open sometimes to the public. 
You may be greeted by crowds if you go 
on a day when it’s open to the public. 

■ Don’t always go for the peak time. 
There’s a broader season and lots to see - 
without the crowds. 

■ Check group sizes. A good yardstick 
is 25 maximum to be able to see and hear 
most things, but if you are visiting a small 
garden, even that can be too many.

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CAP Black Book open to all New Clio Renaultsport 200 on the way 


RETAIL demand for used 
cars is stronger than at 
any time since 
September last year, 
according to CAP 
Automotive, the car 
information experts. 

Research for CAP Black 
Book Live - the only indepen¬ 
dent real-time guide to used 
car trade values - reveals a 
number of increasingly posi¬ 
tive market indicators since 
the start of 2013. 

These range from the mood 
and buying activity at auctions 
to consumer retail demand on 
the forecourt. 

But dealers are still 
reporting difficulty in sourcing 
good quality used car stock for 
retail following the reduction 
in new car registrations of 
recent years. And that problem 
may worsen as increasing 
numbers of poor condition 
cars with high mileage con¬ 
tinue returning to the market. 

Coupled with dealer caution 
over becoming over-stocked, 
this shortage of ‘prime’ retail 
stock is keeping forecourts 
only around 80 per cent full. 

Black Book Live - which 
tracks market prices in real 
time - has been reporting 
general stability in trade 
values. Derren Martin, senior 


editor for CAP Black Book Live, 
said: “We are seeing what we 
describe as a good ‘buzz’ 
around the auction halls, with 
plenty of appetite from dealers 
for the best quality stock - 
when they can find it. 

“Some auction sales have 
seen conversion rates up to 20 
per cent better than during the 
same period last year and the 
dealers we speak to are 
generally happy with the level 
of retail interest they are 
seeing. 

“We keep a close watch on 
the market every day and 
there have been some signs 
that increased short term 
rental business for some 
model ranges is starting to 
bring higher volumes into the 
marketplace. When that 
happens, prices tend to reduce 
but at the moment stability is 
the watchword in the current 
trade market.” 

Meanwhile, CAP has

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Sharp styling and spec sets 
Chevrolet’s new Aveo apart 


THE Chevrolet Aveo 
didn't make a huge dent 
in the consciousness of 
supermini buyers first 
time round but you 
won't miss this second 
generation model, 
writes Andy Enright. 

With ultra-sharp styling it’s 
one that will turn heads. Best 
value ascross the line-up is 
arguably the variant we’re 
looking at here, the 1.3 VCDi 
Eco diesel, which puts out just 
95g/km of C02. 

The latest Aveo rides on the 
new General Motors Gamma 
III chassis, a development of 
the Vauxhall Corsa under¬ 
pinnings. This results in better 
chassis rigidity, which in turn 
allows the suspension to work 
more effectively. The old Aveo 
was no great shakes in the 
engine department and 
Chevrolet still have a little 
work to do in that department 
to match the class best in 
terms of efficiency, which is 
an important measuring stick 
as to engineering ability. 

If you’re a typical Aveo 
buyer, then you probably 
won’t care very much what 
goes on under the bonnet or 
how adept your car will be at

tackling your favourite twisty 
B road. In fact, you probably 
won’t have a favourite twisty B 
road. So you won’t care that 
there are no really 
performance-minded engines 
in the range, that the steering 
is a little light and that body- 
roll is a little more pro¬ 
nounced than you’ll find in 
something more Fiesta-like. 
You’ll be more interested 
instead in stuff that's of 


greater importance every day 
- namely levels of ride and 
refinement that are as good as 
anything in the class, 
including small cars that are a 
great deal more expensive 
than this one. 

Here, we're testing the 
greenest diesel version, the 
95PS 1.3 VCDi Eco. Planet- 
friendly it may be but this unit 
still endows this Chevy with a 
reasonable turn of speed. Rest 


to sixty occupies 11.7 seconds 
on the way to 107mph. 

The latest Aveo certainly 
has distinctive and handsome 
styling going for it which, in 
the supermini market, counts 
for a lot. In a morass of 
lookalike, inoffensive blobs, 
the Aveo has some attitude, 
the barrel-like quad head¬ 
lamps lending it real 
presence. The deeply sculpted 
flanks are also a good deal 


more dynamic than usual 
supermini fare, while the high 
roofline and kicked up tail 
end are both very well 
executed. 

How to judge the Chevrolet 
Aveo? A budget supermini 
that looks as if it's about to 
spit fire yet serves up 
decidedly modest 

performance, it’s certainly not 
anodyne. Sense and 
sensibility remain its key

virtues and no variant in the 
range exemplifies these 
attributes better than the 1.3 
VCDi 95PS Eco model we've 
been looking at here. 

Overall, if you tend towards 
a car that challenges your 
perception of what small cars 
should be and how they 
should perform, you’ll find 
plenty to like about the Aveo. 
At last it has a diesel engine. 
And at last, it’s a really 
credible supermini contender.

Seat takes the wraps off 
new three-door Leon SC 


THE wraps have been taken 
off the new three-door Seat 
Leon SC, revealing a shorter 
wheelbase and a different 
side profile to differentiate it 
from the five-door. 

Reducing the wheelbase by 
35mm makes the SC more 
agile than the five-door, while 
a more steeply raked rear 
windscreen gives it a 
sportier, more aggressive 


silhouette. 

The car is, on paper, 
otherwise much the same as 
the existing Leon hatchback, 
sharing the same range of 
petrol and diesel engines, 
and the wheelbase change 
hasn’t affected boot space or 
rear headroom.
